Germans Bear American Competition. 

Washington.—In compliance with 
special instructions Irom the State De¬ 
partment. Consul-General Mason, at 
Berlin, has submitted a report setting 
forth the jestrictiens placed upon the 
publication of advertisements for cer¬ 
tain American products by trade 
journals in Germany. 

The movement, states the C onsul- 
General, dates back to 1896, when the 
growing competition of American bicy¬ 
cles began to alarm the German mak- 

ers to a consideralbe extent. Under 

pressure, most, if not all, of the Our 
man bicycle publications refused to 
accept American advertisements 
still maintain their restriction. 


The Spanish Government has de¬ 
cided to send war ships to watch the 
coast of the lower provinces in order to 
prevent the importation of arms by the 
Carlists, who are still agitating. 

The Northern Pacific Railway Com¬ 
pany has given option on all its timber 
lands in Montana. It is estimated that 
when this deal is completed the railway 
company will receive $6,000,000 from 
the copper company. 

Greatly exaggerated reports of the 
financial condition of Mexico have been 
published abroad. Money continues 
tight, owing largely to the exportation 
of silver dollars, but failures have been 
few and there is a large business being 
done at interior points. 

The Deutschesbank, the banking 
firm of Speyer A Kllison and other 
firms have contracted with the Saxon 
Government for the issue of a loan of 
60,000,000 marks in 3 per cent rents, 
which will be issued exclusively in 
Berlin, Frankfort an other German cen¬ 
ters at about 83 L,. 

The Russian Minister of Finance, M. 
de Witte, has submitted his budget 
statement for 1900. This shows a 
surplus in the ordinary estimates ot 
7,443,450 roubles. He explains that 
events in the Far East have necessi¬ 
tated a heavy expenditure, amounting 
for 1900 to 61,900,000 roubles. 

Another claimant for the $20,000,000 
estate left by Ini lay Clark, the gold 
mine owner, who died in Australia 
about two years ago, has put in an ap¬ 
pearance in the person of Edward 
Hilliker of Parachute, Col., who has 
written to Governor Voorhees of New 
Jersey, setting forth his claims and 
asking information. 

Secretary Long has received a letter 
written by a number of missionaries to 
Commander Winslow of the hospital 
ship Solace, expressing not only thoir 
thanks for the courtesies of the voyage 
from San Francisco to Yokohama, but 
adding a tribute to the spendid man¬ 
agement of the ship and the admirable 
qualities displayed by the American 
bluejackets. 

There died in London last week in 
poverty a character once well known in 
New York, London and Paris—Henry 
A. de Lille, who married Olive Logan 
years ago. He was connected with 
several New York newspapers. While 
in Paris lie greatly aided Napoleon in 
a confidential capacity. One of his sons 
was formerly Consul at Sheffield and 
he was made a chevalier of the Legion 
of Honor by Napoleon. Poverty and 
illness made his closing days tragic. 

The Chieese who were naturalized 
under Hawaiian law prior to the over¬ 
throw, and whom it was supposed had 
been made American citizens by the 
territorial act, but whom a recent rul¬ 
ing of the Treasury Department de¬ 
clared not to be citizens, have not yet 
given up hope of establishing their 
citizenship. T. Kat Poo, who was nat¬ 
uralized an Hawaiian citizen many 
years ago, and who is a merchant in 
largo business there, recently appealed 
to the Treasury Department for a rul¬ 
ing as to whether he would be per¬ 
mitted to go to the mainland of the 
United States as an American citizen. 
He was eligible to go as a Chinese mer¬ 
chant, but he wanted to go as an 
American citizen. His attorney, Wil¬ 
liam A. Ilenshall, has just received 
word from Washington that ap opinion 
will be rendered shortly on the case. 


TRUST TO FIGHT CARNEGIE. 

Expected Conflict Assuming Greater Pro- 
portions Daily* 

New York.—A special from Cleve¬ 
land to the Sun says: “The war be¬ 
tween the steel trust and the Carnegie 
^Company is assuming greater porpor- 
tions every day. For months each side 
I has been watching the other’s moves 
land has had spies in the other s camp. 

' The Carnegie |plan to establish a plant 
at Conneaut was known to the trust be¬ 
fore the public had any inkling of it, 
and the trust on its part was planning 
a counter move. 

It now develops that the steel trust 
and Pittsburg Coal Company are be¬ 
hind the recently incorporated Pitts¬ 
burg,»You ngstown and Cleveland Rail¬ 
road Company. The building of this 
road is to be another weapon in the 
battle. The American Steel and Wire 
Company of Cleveland is part of the 
steel trust. 

The new road will extend from 
Pittsburg to Wiloughby. Great docks 
will he built on the lake near the latter 
place, a tine harbor will be made near 
Mentor and an immense coal and »re 
storage plant built. Excessive freight 
rates and the handling of coal and 
other cars by the railroads in the in¬ 
terests of the Carnegie combine, it is 
said, are among the causes leading up 
to the trust’s move. 

The interested companies will he 
able to control the freight rates, and 
the cars which will carry ore to Pitts¬ 
burg will return with coal. Tboy will 
transport manufactured products on 
their own cars from Pittsburg to the 
lakes, thence to the great lake ports on 
the ships which the American and 
Federal Steel companies have lately 
bought.

ROBERTS’ INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

The Total Deposit* of the Yollow Metal 
Were Net as Great as in the Pre¬ 
vious Twelve Mouths. 


Washington.—George Roberts, Direc¬ 
tor of the Mint, in his annual report, 
shows that the coinage of the past year 
was in excess of any previous year in 
the history of the service, aggregating 
$141,351,960, as compared with $136,- 
855.676 in the last fiscal year. 

The value of the gold coinage was 
slightly below that of tho previous 
year, being $107,937,110. as compared 
with $108,177,180. The coinage of 
silver dollars was 18,244,984, as com¬ 
pared with 18,254,709 in the- previous 
year. The chief increase was in tho 
output of subsidiary and minor coins, 


Copper Mining Company Accomplishes 
Remarkable Engineering Feat. 

Phoenix, A. T.—Some of the most 
formidable obstacles to railroad con¬ 
struction were overcome in the building 
of the Morenci Southern Railroad, a 
corkscrew route which has just been 
completed in southeastern Arizona. 
Tho road is only a few miles in length, 
but represents a marvelous piece of 
railroad engineering work. It is owned 
by the Detroit Copper Mining Com¬ 
pany, limited, Phelps, Dodge & Co. of 
a New York concern, and lies between 
that company’s big copper mines at 
Morenci and Guthrie, a point on the 
Arizona and New Mexico Railroad 
which joins the Southern Pacific at 
Lordsburg, N. M. 

A railroad over the San Francisco 
mountains and several great, canyons 
and gorges in a section of a very for¬ 
midable contour, wa<* necessary to 
further development of the mines, but 
several well-known civil engineers de¬ 
clared the scheme to he impracticable.

Quince Blight. 

There are two kinds of blight preva¬ 
lent on the quince; leaf blight, and 
blight, or rot of the fruit. Notwith¬ 
standing that with some growers it has 
been a difficult task to rid their bushes 
of disease, there is abundant evidence 
that if judiciously done, spraying will 
keep all diseases in check. It is proba¬ 
ble that in the case of those who have 
not succeeded it is because of failure 
to start in time, or from not being per¬ 
sistent enough in the continuance of it. 
With many spraying is not commenced 
until blight is seen; with others.it 
ceases too soon. One easo came under 
the writer’s observation where partly 
diseased fruit was let lie under the 
bushes all winter, just where it fell, 
where, of course, it furnished a grand 
! lot of seeds of fungi for the fruit to stir 
into iife the next season. The folks 
who do these things are not those that 
read the agricultural papers of the day, 
for such readers know well that dis¬ 
eased leaves or fruit lying under the 
bushes all winter are the direct cause 
of blight the following season. They 
should be gathered up and burned. As 
there are quince growers whose trees 
are always free from disease, while 
their neighbors not a quarter of a mile 
off are troubled annually, it would ap- 


UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE SCHEME 

Action of the Cuban Constitutional Con¬ 
vention Causes Anxiety. 

Washington.—The news from Ha¬ 
vana to the effect that the Cuban Con¬ 
stitutional Convention has adopted a 
plan of universal suffrage is regarded 
here as most serious. If it is true, and 
if the convention fully adopts the pro¬ 
posed plan, it is probable the constitu¬ 
tion will fail to receive the sanction of 
President McKinley or the American 
Congress. It is hoped here that tho 
report will turn out to be baseless, for 
if well founded, it is almost certain 
that all the labors of the constitutional 
convention will come to naught.

Speaking of the situation in 
China, he said: “1 think that, so far 
as Li Hung Chang himself is con¬ 
cerned, he is perfectly sincere in his 
position as mediator, but my observa¬ 
tion leads me to judge that any agree¬ 
ment the Chinese make now would be 
kept by them no longer than it suited 
their convenience. 

“Tho Empress Dowager will by 
spring have a tremendous force of men, 
armed with modern rifles, at her com¬ 
mand, and neither she nor Prince Tuan 
lias the slightest chance of falling into 
the hands of the allied forces. Next 
summer will see the greatest struggle 
botween tho well-organized Boxers 
under the Empress and Prince Tuan 
and the allied forces in their attempt to 
scat tho young Emperor firmly on the 
throne.’’

Another Claim Against Morocco. 

New York.—Papers in a demand for 
$25,000 damages from the Government 
of Morocco, in favor of Antonio Boyn 
of this city, an American citizen, are 
to be filed with’the Secretary of State 
Boyn, who was a stock farmer in the 
province of Casa Bianca, Morocco, 
alleges that in April.

ALASKA INDIANS ARE RESTLESS. 

Juneau Business Man Say* the Govern¬ 
ment Would Bo Wise to Act. 

Tacoma, Wash.—The Alaska Indians 
are in a very unsettled state at the 
preeent time and old-time residents are 
afraid that before spring there will be 
an outbreak. The Government has 
been so advised and asked to take pre¬ 
cautions. F. R. Tennet, a business 
man from Juneau, says: “People in 
the North take the Indian troubles 
more seriously than do those who are 
on the outside. There has been a feel¬ 
ing of unrest in all parts of Alaska 
among the Indians for a long time 
and while those in the vicinity of bitka 
are making the greatest demonstration, 
they are to be feared the least. 

“What the Indians want is to be 
paid for what has been taken from 
them or be given an annuity. Alaska 
is no longer a home for the Indian. 
He has lost everything he ever had 
since tbe white man came to that sec¬ 
tion, and every year it is becoming 
worse. The United 8tat*s Government 
must step in at once and do something 
or thera will be trouble. When it does 
come it will be in the interior and not 
on the coast.” 


Alleged Finn of Railway* to Still 
Further Increase Their Power. 

Chicago.—Absolute control of the 
vast interests of the Nation’s express 
companies may fall into the hands of 
the railroad financial powers. Prelim¬ 
inary steps toward such an object are 
said to have been taken under the guid¬ 
ance of J. Pierpont, Morgan and James 
J. Hill. The report has it that the 
powers intend to conduct the express 
business of tbe country as a regular de¬ 
partment of railroad operation. 

It is thought to be the intention of 
the railroad officers to refuse to renew 
contracts with the companies where the 
remaining life of the compact is not 
long, and to make outright purchases 
of franchises where the contracts still 
have long lives before them. 

James J. Hill is on record as having 
said that a railroad company should 
control every source of revenue within 
its jurisdiction. Railroad officials say 
the big systems of the land could carry 
on the express business as satisfactorily 
as the present companies are conducting 

it. The officials cite, as instances that 
the roads individually can be their own 
express companies, the Dominion Ex¬ 
press,which is operated by the Canadian 
Pacific Company over its own lines, 
and the Denver and Rio Grande line, 
which is the power behind the Denver 
and Rio Grande Express.

Negotlations Still In Progress. 

Cojienhagen.—The negotiations for 
the sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States are seemingly ap¬ 
proaching a settlement. The matter 
has been placed in the hands of the 
Finance Committee of the Rigsdag, 
with the view of arranging the differ¬ 
ence in the price asked and offered. 
The King and Ministry are in favor of 
the sale, but final action may be de¬ 
layed by powerful opposition both in 
the islands and here.

The British 
broke this up. however, and for many 
years the islands have been the home 
of the iudolent. To-day the island in¬ 
dustries are fishing and the growing of 
tropical fruits and vegetables. The co¬ 
coa palm is one of the chief sources of 
revenue to the island. Sugar cane, va¬ 
nilla, cloves, pepper, coffee and sweet 
potatoes are produced in great quanti¬

"Valuable clews toward tlie detec¬ 
tion of criminals are obtained through ! 
mi examination of cigar stubs,” said a 
Scotland Yard detective.

SWEDISH AERONAUT THOUGHT 
TO HAVE PERISHED. 


Daring Explorer Yields Life in Search 
of Far-Away Arctic Pole—There Is 
No News of the Missing Man During 
the Past Four Years. 


It is now nearly four years since S. A. 
Andree, the Swedish aeronaut, in his 
balloon rose in air on Amsterdam Isl¬ 
and and confidently set out for the 
north pole. To him was attracted at 
once the hopeful and the anxious notice 
of both the scientific and the unscien¬ 
tific in every country.

Mr. Andree had been known asanaer- 
onaut for twenty years, hut he was 
something more than that. He was a 
theoretical mechanic, whose theories 
were believed to be more sound than 
any other man’s in Sweden. He was 
indeed more than a theorist—he had 
accurate knowledge of the practical 
arts and inventions of his time. So 
well were his knowledge and abilities 
known that the Swedish government 
appointed him chief engineer of the 
patent office. These facts, being gen¬ 
erally in possession of the world public, 
strongly predisposed a large part of 
that public to believe that he would be 
successful iu his surpassing aeronautic 
undertaking. Nor was the idea of cross¬ 
ing to the pole in a balloon a new one. 


larger than the others, was to be left 
at that point of the route that should be 
nearest to the geographical pole that 
could be reached by the balloon. 

The explorer also took with him thir¬ 
ty-two carrier pigeons. Some were ex¬ 
pected to return to Dane's Island, 
where they had stayed for more than 
a month, but it was feared they would 
never return to Sweden, as from Spitz- 
bergen alone they would have had to 
travel a distance of nearly 2.500 kilo¬ 
meters in order to find their dove cote.

After these means 
of conveying messages had been ex¬ 
hausted Andree would naturally have 
recourse to the familiar method of in¬ 
closure in bottles. 

Three days after starting a seal hunt¬ 
er to the west of Phipps Island, north 
of Spitzbergen, killed a carrier pigeon 
which had come from Andree’s balloon. 
From the pigeon this message was 
taken: 

July 13. 12:30 o’clock noon, latitude

All well on board. This is the third 
pigeon that we have sent out.

a message addressed to the Aftenbla- 
dot, Stockholm.

Good 
journey. Northward. ANDREE. 

From Kasnovarsk, whence n dispatch 
stated that on Sept. 14 at 11 o’clock at 
night, people in the village of Antzi- 
firowskoje. in the district of Yeneseisk, 
saw the Andree balloon for five min¬ 
utes. 

It is certain that Mr. Andree did uot 
take sufficiently into account all the 
meteorological conditions. But at least 
four learned professors did take them 
into view on their comments at the 
time on Mr. Andree’s daring venture. 
Professor Bezoid held that as the winds 
at the pole cross one another a direct 
passage could not ho hoped for. He 
argued that the distance the aeronaut 
must travel would he extended from 
3,400 kilometers (the distance iu a di¬ 
rect line from Spitzbergen across the 
polar region) to from 12,000 to 20,000 
kilometers, and that the balloon could 
not possibly keep afloat long enough for 
that. But should this not prove true, 
the professor continued, he thought it 
very possible that Andree might sail 
over tho polar regions without knowing 
it, since it is precisely in that part 
where the usual methods of navigation 
are likely to he faulty and difficulty 
would be experienced in determining 
one’s whereabouts. These difficulties 
he pointed out. consist not in the ab¬ 
sence of the means of help afforded by 
the stars, but also iu the fact that the 
midnight sun, even if it be not veiled 
for hours and days in mist, niters its 
altitude so little that the exact moment 
of noon, so important for taking obser¬ 
vations, cannot be determined. The 
rapid changes of longitude, moreover, 
which the balloon must make would 
render the operation of observation ad¬ 
ditionally difficult. Even should An¬ 
dree succeed iu crossing the pole, an 
extraordinary concatenation of favor¬ 
able circumstances would, in Professor 
Person’s opinion, he necessary to ren¬ 
der a safe landing possible. 

Professor Neumayer, of the admiral¬ 
ty office, did not agree with those who 
regarded Andree's venture as a pure 
act of suicide, hut he emphasized the 
impossibility of prognosticating in any 
degree the direction the balloon 
would follow. Though not denying 


it would seem strange that some indis¬ 
putable evidence was not long ago dis¬ 
covered.

In 1893 the Secretary of the Treas¬ 
ury ordered that thereafter the stand¬ 
ard meter and kilogram, deposited in 
the Coast Survey building, should he 
recognized as the fundamental stand¬ 
ards from which the customary units 
of the yard and the pound should be 
derived. It is therefore true that at 
present the United States is using a 
system of weights and measures which 
is based on the units of the metric sys¬ 
tem. 

The metric system proper is now ex¬ 
clusively- used by the United States 
marine hospital service, by the foreign 
department of the postoffice, by the 
United States coast and geodetic sur¬ 
vey, to some extent iu the mint, 1 nited 
States signal service, and United States 
census department. 

The formal adoption of the metric 
system has been repeatedly recom¬ 
mended to Congress by several Secre¬ 
taries of the Treasury and of State; it 
has been asked for by the Legislatures 
of severnl States, and many petitions 
from both business and scientific men 
have been presented to Congress ask¬ 
ing for the passage of such a law. 

The objection always made to the 
adoption of the metric system, and 
which lias heretofore been strong 
enough to prevent its adoption by Con¬ 
gress, is the fact that a change from 
yards to meters and from pounds to 
grains would upset business and throw 
tlie world of commerce into confusion. 

The necessity of having some gener¬ 
ally recognized standard of weight and 
measurement Is more easily recognized 
when it is remembered that in ancient 
times many of the standards were bas¬ 
ed on nothing more certain and un¬ 
changeable than the length of a man’s 
forearm or the distance he could reach. 
Thus a cubit was the distance from 
the point of the elbow to the tip of the 
middle finger; the fathom was the dis¬ 
tance a man could cover with out¬ 
stretched arm; the original foot was 
the distance from the heel to the end 
of the great toe.

This substitute, compounded with 60 
per cent commercial rubber, is used in 
rubber boots, linoleum, wheel tires, 
blankets and other articles. Crude corn 
oil has been used iu ihe manufacture of 
toilet soap. Rectified it is as clear as 
alcohol and is the base of a substitute 
for olive oil. Cornstalk pith Is of value 
in making paper, varnish, films, imita¬ 
tion silks and guncotton and other ex¬ 
plosives.

China’s Coni Fields. 

China contains some of the richest 
coal deposits in the world. Last fall 
Urof. Drake, of Tien tsin, visited the 
coal fields in the province of Shansi, 
which were examined by Baron von 
Richtofen in 1870, and found that they 
are of immense extent. The coal area 
is said to be greater than that of Penn¬ 
sylvania. and the anthracite coal alone 
contained in these fields lias been esti¬ 
mated at 630,000.000 tons. The Shansi 
coal beds are so thick and lie so uni¬ 
formly In a horizontal position that the 
practicability has been suggested of 
running long lines of railway tunnels 
through the beds so that the cars can 
be loaded In the mines all ready for dis¬ 
tant transportation.

At the 
present time England and the United 
States are left practically alone as the 
only two civilized nations which have 
not adopted the decimal system of 
weights and measures. 

As early as 1817 the subject of adopt¬ 
ing the metric system in the United 
States was agitated. John Quincy Ad 
! nms was appointed to investigate the 
I weights and measures of the United 
States, and tie found that the stand 
ards of weight, measure and capacity 
differed considerably in the different 
States and even in the same State. He 
reported fully on the result of his in¬ 
vestigation and did not favor the adop¬ 
tion of the French or metric system be¬ 
cause of the popular repugnance to a 
change and the inconvenience which 
would follow the adoption of a new 
system. At the same time he declared 
Ids belief that the metric system was 
almost ideal and reflected the greatest 
credit on the men and on the age which 
had devised it. 

In 1830 another investigation was 
made and it again was found that a 
pound' or**a yard in one State or city 
was often more or less than in another.
